House Fly Is One of Man’s Greatest 
Enemies, and Screens ami Swatters 
Become (Necessary Equipment. 


With the approach of warm weath­ 
er, health authorities on all sides are 
calling the attention of the public to 
the health-destroying propensities of 
the house fly, and are urging that all 
possible means be taken to reduce the 
numbers of the pest to the greatest 
extent. 
In this connection, an ar­ 
ticle recently prepared by Herman N. 
Bundesen, M. I)., 
commissioner 
of 
health in Chicago, is being widely quot­ 
ed in Pennsylvania and other states. 
Dr. Bundesen covers the question 
in the following manner: 
"It i 
a matter of common knowl­ 
edge that 
the 
house 
fly has come 
to he regarded not only as one of the 
most annoying and repulsive of insects 
but lire rf the most dangerous 
in 
its capacity to gather, carry and dis­ 
seminate the germs of disease,” Dr.

‘‘The summer is the season for flies. 
Contrary to tho opinion of the aver­ 
age preson, 
there 
are winter-time 
flk*s and it is the winter flies that are 
responsible for the countless millions 
of these pestiferous little insects that 
appear in the summer months,”

they are not long-lived. 
When the 
chilly frosts of the autumn months 
come, thev die by the millions and a

Subsistence experts of the army 
have been working out the food al­ 
lowances and hills of fare for the 
citizens’ military training camps to 
be held this summer at 28 army posts 
and stations throughout this country 
and Porto Rico. 
In all, nearly 30,- 
000 young men, between 17 and 25 
years, will be trained for 
30 
days 
each, and an appropriation of $2,100,- 
000 is available for this purpose. Get­ 
tysburg boys, and all in the Third 
( orps aria, will go to Camp Meade, 
Maryland, for their training.

Odd Instrument Is Used 
as Roof Pitch Finder 


A folding Instrument which meas­ 
ures the angle from the horizontal 
and the inches of pitch to the horizon­ 
tal foot Is now in use. 
The device, 
when open. consists of radial arms 
and an arc. the whole frame resem­ 
bling a cut of pie. 
Pivoted at the 
center, or “point of the pie,” is a 
pointer- arni bearing a spirit level. 
When the user of the Instrument de­ 
sires to ascertain the pitch of a roof 
or any sloping surface he rests one 
edge of the “pie” on the surface, 
moves the pointer up until he centers 
the spirit level hubbies, and under 
the pointer on the circular edge will 
he the figures giving the pitch in de­ 
grees and the number of inches meas­ 
ured along the surface that would be 
set off by perpendiculars rising from 
either extremity of a line a foot long 
• set beneath the surface.
